compensable at pt. I rates, as having occurred “while the United States is engaged in 
war.” For the purpose of Public Law 359, supra, World War II terminated effective 
the date of the act of July 25, 1947 (Public Law 239, 80th Cong.) .

ADDENDUM 


The succeeding tables of rates are added for ready reference where information as to rates payable under existing 
laws is desired without a detailed analysis of the elements of entitlement. The brief table of rates for wartime and 
peacetime service-connected disabilities is restricted to the largest class of such rates, those payable under Public 
Law No. 2, Seventy-third Congress, March 20, 1933, and Veterans Regulations issued pursuant thereto, as modified 
and amended by subsequent legislation. It does not include rates payable for service-connected disabilities under 
the general pension law or Public Law No. 141, Seventy-third Congress, March 28, 1934, as amended. For rates 
under Public Law No. 141 and for detailed information bearing on elements of entitlement, under such laws, references 
should be made to the pertinent tables set forth in the preceding part of this analysis.
